In 1943 Japan is facing defeat, This makes 
Shinkichi (Ryotard Sugi), a straight, selfless 
student-patriot, ever more restless. 

He can no longer stand his soft “behind-the- 
gun" role of munition factory worker. School- 
mates one after another are going to the front, 
where he feels he should be. The last straw 
is an official report of his father's death in the 
Battle of Attu in the Aleutian Islands. 

He rushes to the naval air corps training 
camp at Tsuchiura along with his close school- 
mates "X” (Tatsuya Fuji), "Y” (Akio Hase- 
gawa), "Z" (Mitsuo Hamada) and "YZ” as 
Volunteer pilol trainees leaving his mother 
and sweetheart weeping and helpless.

Recovered, Shinkichi 
joins Commander Akiyama's (K6ji Nambara) 
suicide squadron, whose pilots are to blast into 
enemy ships aboard single-seater “manned 
rocket" bomba, said to have sunk an atom 
bomb-hauling U.S. cruiser. And handsome 
Shinkichi, is at his glorious best when the 
whole squadron is ordered into its last sortie.

Hanada, leading a band of 
Black Shirts, attacks the hideout of Mel's 
group and shoots Michio. Mei thrusts a knife 
deep into Hanada's stomach, but dies from 
his gun.
